MR.  CHAIRMAN,  MRS.  HARROLD  & GENTLEMEN, 

I have  again  pleasure  in  reporting  for  year  ending  31st  December,  1943, 
that  the  general  health  of  the  community  has  been  very  good. 

The  birthrate  shows  an  increase,  being  19.7,  while  the  deathrate  .is 
11.5,  infantile  mortality  rate  being  54.9. 

The  notification  of  Tuberculosis  shows _a- marked  increase  there  being  29 
pulmonary  oases  and  8 non- pulmonary  reported,  with  3 deaths  in  each  category. 

A large  proportion  of  these  cases  ..was  from  Pontllanfraith  area.  Those 
figures  are  too  small  to  generalize,  out  it  is  possiblo  that  more  use  is 
being  mado  of^ the  local  Clinic,  and  cases  are  boing  detoctod  much  earlier, 
while  some  of  them  may  be  suspicious  and  notified  as  a precautionary  measure.

There  wore  11  deaths  from  Cancer,  7 of  which  wore  under  65  years  of  age. 

Thoro  were  no  deaths  from  notifiable  diseases  other  than  Tuberculosis. 

575  children  were  immunized  against  Diphtheria  which  moans  60.9^  of 
children  under  5 and  88.6f<?  of  those  betweon  5 and  15. 

Thero  has  boon  a very  marked  reduction  in  the  numoer  of  cases  of  Scabies 

and  Impetigo.

The  main  source  of  wa ter  supply,  which  is  obtained  from  the  Abertillery 
and  District  Water  board,  has  again,  on  the  whole  (during  the  year)  been 
excellent  in  quality  and  fairly  plentiful. 

It  is  pleasing  to  note  that  with  the  exception  of  a few  isolated  places, 
the  whole  of  the  district  is  supplied  with  water  from  the  board's  main.  ^ 

The  Engineer  to  the  Board  takes  samples  at  regular  intervals  and  ensures 
a safe  supply. 

RIVERS  AND  STiitmtiiS . 

No  action  was  taken  in  relation  to  the  pollution  of  rivers  and  streams 
in  the  area;  the  chief  pollution  of  the  rivers  in  these  industrial  areas  is, 
of  course,  the  coal-dust  and  this  is 'Common  in  the  areas  through  which  the 
rivers  run. 

CLP  SET  aCQQIMODATION . - 1 *: 

The  district  is.  well  served  with  efficient  sewers,  and  practically  all 
houses  in  the  built-up  areas  are  provided  with  v;ater  closets.  There,  remains, 
however, .a  few  outlying  portions  of  the  area,  and  houses  on  the  hill-tops,  which 
are  not  within  a reasonable  distance  of  the,  sewers:  these  are  provided  with  pail- 
closets. 

PUBLIC  CbHiNSING. 

Owing  to  salvaging  the  collection  of  refuse  was  confined  to  two  days  a 
week.  -

On  the  disposal  of  refuse,  the  centralized  system  of  tipping  and  control 
is  being  carried  out  very  satisfactorily.

SCHOOLS . 

The  schools  in  the  district  are  supplied  with  a plentiful  and  good  water 
supply  direct  from  the  mains  of  the  Abertillery  & District  Water  Board. 

The  sanitary  conveniences,  and  the  schools  themselves  are  of  modern  con- 
struction; periodical  inspections  are  carried  out  by  your  Sanitary  Inspector 
and  fairly  high  standard  of  cleanliness  and  order  is’ maintained  in  and  about 
the  school. 

IU3LIC  SvVBfiUNG  BATHS. 

Extensive  facilities  are  provided  for  sun-bathing  and  games.  Facilities 
are  also  provided  for  Juvenile  instruction  and  schools  received  instruction 
during  the  past  year.  The  total  number  of  attendances  of  pupils  who  received 
such  instruction  was  2,249  and  a large  number  acquired  a certificate  of 
proficiency.

INSPECTIONS  AND  SUPERVISION  OP  FOOD. 

(a)  MILK  - The  Sanitary  Inspector  visited  the  Dairies,  Milkshops,  and  Cowsheds 
within  the  area  during  the  year  and  many  improvements  were  effected  as  a result 
of  such  visits. 

Special  effort  was  made  during  the  year  to  take  samples  of  milk  from  all 
producers  and "retailors  in  the  district  (in  conjunction  with  the  County  Health 
Department)  for  the  purpose  of  Bacteriological  examination. 

Visits  Were  made  frequently  to  the  shops,  bakehouses  and  other  premises 
where  foodstuffs  are  prepared  for  sale. 

Vans  and  Carts  used  for  the  hawking  of  the  various  food-stuff s were  carefully 
watched  and  inspected  by  your  Sanitary  Inspector.

PREVALENCE  OF.  AND  CONTROL  OVER  INFECTIOUS  AND  OTHER  DISEASES. 

A number  of  skin  diseases  occurred  in  the  district,  which  we re  dealt  with 
accordingly. 

Very  little  difficulty  was  experienced  in  obtaining  admission  to  the 
hospitals  namely:  - nllt-yr-yn  Isolation  Hospital  Newport,  Bedwellty  Isolation 
Hospital  and  Monmouth  Isolation  Hospital. 

Tne  number  of  cases  of  each  disease  that  necessitated  removal  can  be  se~n 
in  the  prepared  table  "'Notifiable  Diseases" 

A supply  of  Diphtheria  Anti-toxin  and  Stroptocide  for  Puerperal  cases 
is  always  kept  at  the  Health  Department  of  the  Council  Offices  and  the  Medical 
Practitioners  in  the  district  make  full  use  of  this  provision. 

When  notification  of  an  Infectious  Disease  is  received  and  enquiries 
reveal  that  there  are  school  children  in  the  home,  intimation  is  always  sent 
to  the  Head  Teachers  of  the  respective  schools. 
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After  any  Infectious  Disease  all  premises  ana  bedding  are  dealt  with 
by  the  Sanitary  Inspector .

On  receipt  of  notification  of  a case  of  Tuberculosis  the  Sanitary 
Inspector  pays  a visit  to  the  house  to  ascertain  conditions  and  to  give  a 
supply  of  disinfectant. 

Where  the  patients  are  removed  to  Hospital  or  Sanatorium  the  Inspector 
again  pays  a visit,  has  the  premises  fumigated,  and  in  some  cases 
walls  are  stripped,  and  bedding  etc.,  destroyed.  In  the  absence  of  a Steam 
Disinfector  bedding  and  other  clothes  cannot  bo  treated  as  effectively  as 
desired.

BACTERIOLOGICAL  E&EIINaTION  OF  MILK, 

In  conjunction  with  the  Health  Department  of  the  County  Council,  135 
samples  of  milk  (including  repeat  samples)  were  taken  for  bacteriological 
tests  and  the  methylene  blue  tests.  Some  of  tho  samples  were  taken  at  'the 
farm  premises,  but  the  majority  were  ladled  out  of  jacks,  serving  pails, 
and  churns  of  retailers  on  the  street;  and  the  standard,  bacteriologically , 
on  the  whole,  was  fairly  satisfactory. 

Retailers  whose  milk  samples  wore  not  satisfactory  were  interveiwed 
personally  and  notified  that  repeat  samples  would  be  taken.  If  the  repeat 
samples  were  again  unsatisfactory  the  vendors  responsible  were  reported  to 
the  Council  and  further  measures  were  taken  to  ensure  that  the  milk  was  brought 
up  to  a higher  standard  * 

The  most  important  feature  of  these  samples,  however, 'is  in  regard  to 
inoculation  for  tubercle  bacillus,  none  of  the  tests  proving  positive.  This 
is  a good  record  and  the  information-  is  very  satisfactory. 

Numerous  complaints  were  received  of  sour  milk.  It  generally  applied  to 
milk  brought  into  the  district.  The  matter  was  taken  up  with  the  persons 
concerned  and  every  effort  was  made  to  eliminate  this  waste  of  milk,

Visits  were  made  to  the  cowsheds  and  dairies  during  the  year,  and  it  was 
in  d few  cases'  only,  that  the  cleanliness  was  not  satisfactory/  The  farmer 
was  spoken  to,  and  when  a revisit  was  made  the  conditions  were  improved.

The  methods  employed  for .freeing  the  infested  houses  from  bed  bugs 
is  by  stripping,  spraying,  and  in  some  instances  the  fainter s Blow-Lamp 
and  Sulphur  Gandies  were  used.  Sprays  vith  a tin  of  fluid  was  supplied 
on  loan  to  tenants  of  private  houses. 

All  vacant  Council  Houses  are  immediately  notified  to  the  Health 
Department.  A visit  is  then  made  to  the  premises  and  if  necessary 
disinfestation  is  carried  out  be  fore  the  in-going  tenant  occupies  the
